ON NIGARAGUAN 
POLICY CERTAIN 


Senator Borah Starts 
Private Inquiry in Or- 
der To Ascertain Real 
Facts in Case. 


AMERICA DEFIED 
BY REBEL LEADER 


Declares Nicaragua Will 
Never Yield to Domina- 
tion of Country by 
United States. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Washington, December 26.—Pros- 
pect of a senate attack on state de- 
partment interference in Nicaraguan 
affairs appeared more certain tonight 
when it was learned that Senator Bo- 
rah, chairman of the senate foreign 
relations committee, is conducting a 
private inquiry to ascertain the facts 
surrounding the incident. 

Senator Borah has been unable to 


learn from the state department any 
‘more than what has appeared in news- 


paper dispatches from Washington 
and Nicaragua. He is seeking more 
detailed information from persons now 
in New York who have first-hand 
knowledge of the facts behind the 
scenes. 

Plans Appeal To Public. 

Although a senatorial inquiry has 
been proposed, Senator Borah is of 
the op.nion that this will take too 
long to be of any practical use save 
as a post-mortem. He believes that 
public opinion should be informed 
and aroused at once. If his private 
inquiries «re fruitful he probably will 
discuss the subject in the senate soon 
afi 2 cong ‘s reconvenes January 3. 

Borah is suspicious of the policy of 
the state department in backing the 
Diaz faction in Nicaragua even to the 
point of using arms to oust the Sa- 
casa insurgents. 

The present trouble began some 
months ago when Chamorro, head of a 
powerful Nicaraguan family, forcibly 
ousted Dr. Juan Sacasa as president. 
The United States refused to recog- 
nize Chamorro, declaring he usurped 
the presidency by force. 

But Chamorro controlled the con- 
cress and had his protege, Diaz, elect- 
ed. president although the Sacasa fac- 
tion challenged the right of the con- 
cress to elect a president to replace 
him. Sacasa is now trying to recap- 
ture the presidency from which he 
was ousted. Mexico is backing him. 
The United States recognized Diaz 
and the action of Rear Admiral Lati- 
mer in Nicaragua is aimed at sup- 
pressing Sacasa though the official rea- 
son given is to protect American lives 
and property. Admiral Latimer has 
declared a neutral zone and ordered 
the Sacasa insurgents out of it, ac- 
cording to press dispatches. Borah 
regards this as an arbitrary act. 


ARMED INTERVENTION 
BY AMERICA SCORED 

Mexico City, December 25.—(P)— 
intervention by the United 
States in Nicaragua in support of 
the Diaz government, instead of 
bringing peace of Nicaragua will cause 
anarchy, many .years of strife and 
great losses in property and lives,” 
said Hernan Robleto today. He is 
under-secretary of education in the 
cabinet of Dr. Bautista Sacasa, head 


of the liberal government set up at 
Puerto Cabezas, : 

He had just arrived in Mexico City 
from the Nicaraguan fighting zone. 
The government to which he is at- 
tached has been recognized by Mext1- 
co, while the Diaz conservative gov- 
ernment has been recognized by the 
United States. 

Senor Robleto went on to say that 
many thousands of soldiers from the 
United States and many millions of 
dollars would not be sufficient to 
“subjugate Nicaragua.” “Because,” 
he added, “the Nicaraguan people, who 
have suffered much, will fight to 
complete extermination rather than 
bow to the government of the United 
States would force upon them.” 

He declared that private interests 
“desiring to exploit Nicaragua are be- 
hind the machinations to induce the 
United States to intervene,’’ and ex- 
pressed his disbelief. that the United 
States actually would “go to the ex- 
tent of attempting to force at any 
eost upon the Nicaraguan people tiie 
impotent and unpopular Diaz govern- 
ment, which they will never accept.” 


FOR ADEQUATE 
NAVAL DEFENOE 


House Committee Chair- 
man Declares U. S. Will 
Have To Build Virtually 
New Navy. 


COST OF PROGRAM 
IS $400,000,000 


Nations Waging High- 
Speed Race for Suprem- 
acy and U. S. Is Out of 
Contest, He Says. 


West Chester, Pa., December 26.— 
(P)—Renewing his plea for “adequate” 
national defense, Representative 
Thomas S. Butler, chairman of the 
house naval affairs committee, assert- 
ed tonight that the United States 
would have to build virtually a new 
navy, “and it is going to cost us more 
than $400,000,000.” 

Representative Butler, who is spend- 
ing the Christmas holidays at his 
home here, said he would make a big 
fight at the adoption by congress of 
the naval affairs committee’s program. 

“There is a new, high-speed race of 
naval supremacy on between the na- 
tions, and we are not in the race,” 
said Mr. Butler. “‘When we scrapped 
more than $300,000,000 worth of the 
finest warships ever designed, that 
were built or building, we willingly, 
gracefully dethroned ourselves from 
the potential position of mistress of 
the seas. Now we are a poor third, 
and likely to be fourth. 

United States Fooled. 

. “I said the other day that we had 
been fooled out of $300,000,000 worth 
of ships. It is the truth and I am 
bitterly humiliated by it. I was all 
for the 5-5-3 treaty. We went into 
it with the spirit of peace. We trust- 
ed everybody. We believed, of course, 
that that treaty meant naval strength, 
though it is true it did specify capital 
ships. . 

“It was our trusting good nature 
that got us into trouble. It was agreed, 
without much attention being paid to 
it, that there should be no regulation 
about ships ‘of 10,000 tons or “l¢ss, 
carrying guns not over éiglt inches. 

“England already has built forty of 
these crusiers, has eleven building and 
three projected, a total of. fifty-four. 
Japan has built nineteen and is build- 
ing six, a total of 25. The United 
States has built ten, is building two 
and has appropriated for three, a 
total of fifteen. England’s tonnage 
in these craft aggregating 332.290; 
Japan’s 156,000, and ours, 125,000 
when all are completed. .In addition 
to these England has authorized three 
light cruisers, totaling 26,000 tons, 
each year for the next three years, 
aud that makes 78,000 tons more. 

No Issue With President. 

“T don’t want any issue with the 
president, but this is a matter of na- 
tional defense. No matter what view 
may obtain this is a duty that has 
got to be performed for the nation’s 
sake. 

“It will require fifty ships of war 
to bring us up to our place. It will 
take $400,000,000 or maybe more. 
The present arms pact expires in 1932. 
Whether it will be renewed and upon 
what terms it can be renewed de- 
pends upon what potential naval 
strength we can show at that time. 

“We have got to build up—we have 
got to build up fast.” 

Representative Butler said the 
cruiser additions to foreign navies 
were “much more formidable than any 
one would have imagined a few years 
ago.” And added: 

“It is true they carry no guns over 
eight inches, but they carry lots of 
them and they are loaded down with 
15-ineh and 21-inch torpedo tubes and 
torpedoes.” 
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FRANCE FREEZING; 
SCORES OF DEATHS 
RESULT FROM COLD 


Paris, December 26.—()—All 
France is freezing, which is a rare- 
occurrence. The Paris lakes have an 
inch of’ ice. Scores of deaths have 
been reported in the last three days, 
for, although the lowest témperature 
has been only about 18 degrees Fah- 
renheit in Paris, the air is bitterly 
penetrating, and the people are not 
accustomed to the cold. 

There are expectations that skating 
may soon be indulged in along the 
Bois De Boulogne, and this does not 
happen every year. ‘ithe statues in 
the public places are wearing gar- 
ments of ice, which has the appear- 
ance of lace. 

The coldest reported is five below 
zero, Fahrenheit, on the Swiss border, 
and many places felt zero.

BRITAIN UPHOLDS 
TARIFF AUTONOMY 
RIGHT OF CHINESE 


Makes Public Recommen- 
dations for New Policy 
in Memorandum Sent to 
U.S. and Powers. 
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London, December 26.—Great Brit- 
ain has made public her recommenda- 
tions to the powers, including the 
United States, for the edoption of a 
new policy with respect to China. 

The foreign office gave out the text 
of a memorandum which December 18 


1 was handed to the Pekin representa- 


tives of the Washington treaty pow- 
ers, the United States, France, Italy, 
Japan, Belgium, China, Netherlands 
and Portugal. 

The government also issued the text 
of a note to the United States govern- 
ment in which the latter was assured 
that Britain had no desire to abandon 
the negotiations in progress with re- 
spect to Chinese tariffs. 

British Proposals. 

Britain’s proposals for the basis 
of a new policy with respect to China 
may be summarized as follows: 

1. The powers should abandon the 
idea that the economic and political 
development of China can only be se- 
cured under foreign tutelage. 

2. The powers should declare their 
readiness to recognize China’s right 
to enjoy tariff autonomy as soon as 
she has promulgated a new national 
tariff. 

3. The powers should “expressly 
disclaim any intention of forcing for- 
eign control upon an unwilling China” 

4. A statement should be issued by 
the powers in which they would set 
forth the essential facts of the Chinese 
situation, declaring their readiness to 
negotiate on treaty revision and other 
outstanding questions as soon as Chi- 
na has a government with the author- 
ity to negotiate. 

Surtax Privileges. 

5. As the first step in realization 
of the program, the powers shoy'd 
grant China immediately and uncon- 
ditionally the surtax privileges agreed 
to at the Washington conference. 

6. Pending establishment of a real 
government in China, the powers 
should pursue a constructive policy in 
harmony with the spirit of the Wash- 
ington conference but adapted to the 
present altered circumstances. 

7. The powers’ joint declaration 
should make clear that in following 


their constructive policy, they desire 
to go as far as possible toward meet- 
ing China’s legitim: te aspirations. 

The note further suggested that the 
powers abandon the policy of inef- 
fective protests in minor matters. Re- 
serving united protests to the Chinese 
governme.t for cases in which vital 
interests were at stake. None of the 
powers, the note continued, should 
alter their present attitudes of refusa! 
to associcte themselves with particu- 
lar civil commotions, 


MIKADO'S FUNERAL 
10 COST FORTUNE 


Diet Prepares To Pass 
Budget of $1,453,000 as 
Tokio Awaits Body of 
Late Ruler. 


BY MILES W. VAUGHN. 

Tokio, December °26.—(P)— While 
Tokio waits in silence for the ar 
rival of their dead emperor Monday, 
the imperial diet, which convened to- 
day. prepares to pass a funeral budg- 
et amounting to $1,453,000. 

Sunday in Tokio, usually one of 
the busiest days at this pre-new year 
season, saw few people on the streets 
and the shopping districts were de- 


serted., 
and the houses of the imperial diet, 
and along other roadways leading to 
the government buildings, government 
officials, all wearing their bands of 
crepe in honor of the late Emperor 
Yoshihito, passed quietly in rickshas 
and in automobiles. 

The budget for the funeral, which 
will be one of the most elaborate af- 
fairs in Japan since the burial of 
Emperor Mutsuhito, will be consid- 
ered by the diet Tuesday, and probably 
will be passed quickly withovt com- 
ment. 

A great pavilion will be eracted at 
Yoyogi parade ground, scene of To- 
kio’s annual military maneuvers, for 
the funeral ceremonies which will be 
held about February 10. Is is cus- 
tomary for foreign governments to 
send special representatives to attend 
this service. 

Emperor Hirohito will be greeted 
for the first time as ruler of Japan 
by the people of Tokio when bis maj- 
esty, accompanied by the empress 
dowager and the new empress of Ja- 


pan, arrives at Tokio central station 
near midnight Monday.

Liquor Causes 
ElevenDeaths; 
55 in Hospital 


Five Men Are Found Dead 
on Streets of New 


York City. 


New York, December 26.—John 
Barleycorn took a heavy holiday toll 
from those who celebrated Christmas 
via the booze route. 

A check-up on city hospitals today 
revealed a total of eleven deaths from 
bad liquor and fifty-five hospital cases 
of acute alcoholism. The cases in- 
clude those recorded from Christmas 
eve to early this morning. Of the 
dead, six died in Bellevue hospital less 
than 48 hours after being admitted and 
five were found dead on the city’s 
streets. All of these deaths were 
caused by bad liquor, according to Dr.

SFEK CRASH CAUSE 
AT MEETING TODAY 


Public Service Officials 
Meet With Southern Ex- 
ecutives To Examine 
Rail Horror Witnesses. 


Official inquiry into the cause of 
the head-on crash Thursday between 
the Ponce de Leon and the Royal 
Palm, crack trains of the Southern 
railway, at Rockmart, will be held 
at 10 o’clock this morning in the >f- 
fices of the superintendent of «he 
Southern in the Terminal building. 

James A. Perry, chairman of the 
Georgia publie’ service commission, 
representatives of the interstate com- 
merce commission, Southern railway 
officials, and J. Houston Johnston, 
engineer of the public service com- 
mission, will attend the hearing. 

A number of witnesses will be ex- 
amined, and an effort will be made 
to fix the blame for the collision 
which cost 19 lives and the serious 
injury of a number of passengers. 
Mr. Johnson will present in evidence 
official measurements of the condi- 
tions surrounding the wreck, such as 
the distance of unobstructed vision, 
percentage of grade, and other ob- 
servations pertinent to the investiga- 
tion, collected on a personal visit to 
the scene of the disaster. 

The official inquiry will be closed 
to the public, but the findings of the 
investigators are expected to be made 
public following the hearing. Ac- 
cording to statements issued follow- 
ing the collision by Southern railway 
officials, R. M. Pearce, foreman ot 
engineers, who lost his life as the 
result of injuries received in the cab 
of the Ponce de Leon, caused the 
wreck through disregard of orders to 
take the siding at Rockmart and al- 
low the Royal Palm to pass on the 
main line. 

Hearing of testimony is expected. 
to consume several hours, as ther. are 
many angles of the collision to be 
investigated by the board of inquiry, 
though the investigation is expected 
to center chiefly about the reason for 
the disregard of orders by. Foreman 
of Engineers Pearce, who relieved 8S. 
J. Keith, regular engineer of the 
Ponce de Leon, about 12 miles from 
Rockmart. 

All of the injured persons, most 
of whom are in the Atlanta hospital, 
are expected to recover, though the 
condition of J. W. Dosser, 41, of 
Chattanooga, dining car steward, was 
reported Sunday to be critical.

NASHVILLE RELIEF 
WORKERS ASS 
000 SUFFERE 


Heavy Loss From Water 
Damage to Shops, Lum- 
ber Yards and Business 
Places Forecast. 


THREE MEN DIE 
AS STORM RESULT 
Widespread Damage and 
Suffering Reported 
From Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas and Tennessee. 


Nashville, Tenn.; December 26.—(4) 
At least 2,000 persons had been driven 
from their homes tovight or were pre- 
pared to leave the flooded sections of 
north and east Nashville due to the 
Cumberland river flood, according to 
police headquarters’ estimates and 
survey of the inundated regions. 

Relief work begun yesterday morn- 

ing when families awoke to find them- 
selves marooned is being continued 
without a let-up, under the direction 
of the police department, and hundreds 
are volunteering for service. 
The refugees are being housed sat- 
isfactorily with relatives or friends in 
scattered sections, or in public builkd- 
ings, churches, warehouses, and the 
like, and those in need provided with 
necessities of food and warmth. 

Residents in the affected area gen- 
erally were forewarned and enabled 
to escape the rising waters and in most 
cases the household effects were moved 
and, stored. 

Ryman City auditorium, Americaa 
Legion headquarters, a score of church 
buildings, the negro Elks lodge and 
other buildings were offered for hous- 
ing the refugeés, many of whom are 
negroes, 

Coal Taken Over. 

The city temporarily was assuming 
liability for steres of coal and pro- 
visions for the refugees. 

Neither deaths sor undue suffer- 
ing had been reported early tonight, 
ra spite of freezing temperatures. 
Transportation generally was provid- 
ed for removal of household cffects. 

Relief workers late today rescued . 
an aged woman from a small] shack in 
an inundated section of North Nash- 
ville after the water had climbed to a 
foot over the floor of her dwelling. 

There were numerous cases where 
canoes had to be brought into action 
for rescue work. 

The inundated section stretches 
for miles east and west cf parts of 
Nashvilis, with intermittent ponds 
here and there caused by seepage and 
through drain pipes entrance,

The Union Stock Yards is par- 
tially submerged, while the baseball 
park contains approximately 20 feet 
of water. Lumber mills, sand and 
gravel works and other industries 
along the east bank of the Cumber- 
land river are inundated for several 
blocks and the flood damage will be 
heavy though a general estimate is 
lacking. ! 

Throughout middle and west Ten- 
nessee, where the Cumberland, Ten- 
nessee, Obion aad other rivers are on 
rampage, the losses may total several 
hundred thousand dollars.
